Fresno county officials meanwhile 
pushed a search for S. E. Shipley, 54, 
Fresno mountaineer. who was believed 
frozen to death while searching for the 
giant transport near Shaver Lake, 60 
miles northeast of here. Shipley has 
been missing 13 days. 

After concentrating an air and 
ground search in the Shaver and Bass 
Lake area. on the basis of last reports 
from Pilot John Graves. TWA spokes- 
men announced there appeared little 
hope of finding the wrecked plane un- 
til heavy snows melt, this summer. The 
plane disappeared on a flight from San
